Washington amateur . baseball
managers, presidents, and officers of
the various leagues may ba called
together in a “Get-Together” ban-
quet in the near future if the plans
of Robert H. Young, president of the
Amateur Association carry. The
banquet is to be informal and all
views of the amateur situation will
be mired for the purpose of better-
ing the game here and getting all
the side lights possible on the situa-
tion.

The idea was conceived by Presi-
dent Young, who will get in touch
with the various amateur association
league heads, those not under the
association and those who have any
interest in any way in amateur base-
ball whether they are members of a

league or not.

“I think an Informal dinner or baquet
or tmoker would be for the best Inter-
csts of the sport here,” sald President
Young toduy. “"We want all thz opin-
ions possible on the amateur baseball
situation, It haa been outlined that all
the amateurs under the assoclation and
the other league teams and presldents
would greatly help If there were co-
operation from all sldes. In view of
this, we want to help each other In
every possible way, and no better means
vould be found than to get them all to-
gether in a banguet where they could
talk informally.”
